APPLYING COURT DECISION. 


Washington, Dec. 5.—Mr. Chamber- 


lain, the commissioner of navigation, 
has issued a,, circular in which col- 
lectors of customs throughout 
the 


United States are directed to exempt 
vessels from the Philippine islands 
arriving in this country from ton- 
nage tax levied under authority of 
the act of 1886. 
Vessels arriving 


from foreign ports via the Philip- 
pines, or visiting foreign ports while 
on a voyage from the Philippines to 
the United States, are still subject to 
the tax. This action is taken under 
the authority of the recent decisions 
of the United States supreme court 
in the insular cases. 


Washington, Dec. 5.—The 
an- 


nouncement that Senator McComas, 
of Maryland, would inaugurate the 
discussion on the suppression of 
anarchy and anarchists filled the sen- 
ate galleries today with a goodly 
number of spectators. 
Before the 


routine business was taken up Mr. 
Hale, of Maine, secured the adoption 
of a resolution that when the senate 
adjourn today it be until next Mon- 
day. The heavy influx of petitions, 
bills, etc,, continued, much time be- 
ing taken in their formal reception. 


Mr. Penrose, of 
Pennsylvania, 


favorably reported from the commit- 
tee on education and labor the bill 
continuing the industrial commission 
until February 15, in order that it 
may close up work now in hand, imd 
secured immediate consideration for 
the measure. The bill was passed. 


Mr. McComas was then recognized 


in support of his bill introduced yes- 
terday providing the death penalty 
for assaults upon the president, or for 
inciting, advising or procuring amh 
assaults. The senator spoke of the 
dangerous spread of anarchy, Fresi- 


tdent Carnot, Prime Minister Catxovas, 
the empress of Austria, King Hum- 
bert and President McKinley having 
been foully assassina/ted by anar- 
chists within the last seven years. 
It was humiliating, he said, to con- 
sider the impotency of our federal 
laws to punish this fearful crime. 
The senator spake of the revolution- 
ary propaganda under the guiding 
hand of Herr Most and the nihilist 
Hartmann, and the formation since 
1881 of anarchist groups. 
Congress 


must now legislate against this peril 
with courage, firmness, conservatism 
and prudence. 
The constitutional 


power of congress to deal with the 
subject was discussed at length and 
supported by numerous references to 
supreme court decisions. 
Mr, Mc- 


Comas further ur^ed the exclusion 
and deportation of anarchists, 
the 


amendment of the immigration and 
naturalization laws and the negotia- 
tion of treaties with foreign powers 
permitting the extradition of those 
charged with anarchistic offenses* In 
the course of his speech the senator 
argued that international comity 
called for action on our part to sup- 
press the origin of plots in this coun- 
try against foreign rulers. 


Mr. McComas was accorded close ait- 


tention throughout his remarks. 


JIB. HOAR SPEAKS. 


At the conclusion of Mr. McComas* 


speech Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, 
took the floor and made some com- 
ments upon, anarchy and anarchists. 
He said that all countries having 
lawful governments should secure an 
island in the sea which was to be oc- 
cupied by no one but anarchists, by 
those who advocated the slaying of 
rulers and time resisting lawful gov- 
ernment It was impossible to con- 
trol the beliefs and minds of men, 
but there was no reason why men 
who tried to overthrew all govern- 
ments, wYj tinted na government* 
shoul not be deported to a place 
where they could put their theories to 
test. Banishment from this coun- 
try, to 'believed, to be a lawful pun- 
ishment and could be enforced* 


At 2:30 p. m. the senate went into 


executive session.

Washington, Dec. 5.—The new 


Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, providing 


for the construction of a canal across 
the Isthmus of Panama, which was 
sent to the senitte yesterday, is as 
follows: 


The United States of America and 


his majesty, Edward, the VIL, of 
the United Kingdom of Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland, and of the Brit* 
ish dominions beyond the seas, 
kiug and emperor of India, being 
desirous to facilitate the construc- 
tion of a ship canal to connect the 
Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans, by 


whatever route may be considered 
expedient, and to that end to re- 
move any 
objection which may 


arise out of the convention of the 
19th of April, 1850, commonly 
called the Olayton-OBulwer treaty, 
to the construction of such canal 
under the auspices of the -govern- 
ment of the United States without 
impairing the "general principle" 
of neutralization established in ar- 
ticle 8, of that convention, have 
for that purpose appointed as their 
plenipotentiaries: 


The .president of

Staites, John Hay, secretary of 
etate of the United States of Amer- 
ica, and his majesty, Edw&rd the 
VII,, of the United Kingdom of 
Chreat Britain and Ire-land, and of 
the British dominions beond the 
setae, king1 and emperor of India, 
the BAgfat Honorable Lord Paunce- 
fote, a. C. B,, a. C. M. <*., Ms^maj- 
csty's ambassador extraordinary 
And plenipotentiary to the United 


eels of war of the belligerent*. 


4* No belligerant shall embark 


or disembark troops, munitions of 
war or warlike materials used in 
the canal except in case of acci- 
dental hintierance of the transit, 
and in such cases the transit shall 
be resumed with all possible dis- 
patch* 


5. The provisions of this article 


shall apply to waters adjacent to 
the canal, 
within three marine 


miles of either end. Vessels of war 
of a belligerent shall not remain in 
such waters longer than twenty- 
four hours at any one time, except 
in case of distress, and iu such 
case shall depart as soon as possi- 
ble; but a vessel of war of one bel- 
ligerent shall not depart within 24 
hours from the departure of a ves- 
sel of war of the other belligerant 


6. The plant 
establishments, 


buildings and all works necessary 
to the construction, maintenance 
and operation of the canal shall be 
deemed to be parts thereof for the 
purposed of this treaty, and in time 
of war, «& in time of peace, shall en* 
Joy complete immunity from attack 
or injury by belligerents, and from 
acts calculated to impair their use- 
fulness as part of the canal. 


AKPtCLE IV. 


It is agreed that no change of ter- 


ritorial sovereignty or of interna- 
tional relations of (the country or 
countries traversed by the before- 
mentioned canal shall affect the 
general principle of neutralization 
or the obligation of the high con- 
tracting parties under the present 
treaty. 


ARTICLE V, 


Thte present treaty shall be rati- 


fied by the president of the United 
States, b and with the advice and 
consent of the semaie thereof, and 
by hi« Britannic majesty; and the 
ratifications shall be exchanged at 
WfcfcMngton or at London at the 
earliest possible time within sis ! 
months from the date hereof.

CREDENTIALS REPOBT, 


The credentials committee reported 


285 delegates and three fraternal 
delegates, A motion to seat all the 
delegates against whom there wa* a 
protest produced a lively diacustion, 
when President John Mitchell, of the 
United Mine Workers of America, re- 
quested that the mine workers' repre- 
sentatives be seated. T!hJj| was 6b- 
jected to, because the miners wtre re- 
turned by tihe credentials committee 
as $4,000 in arrears on their assess- 
ments. Mr. Mitthell stated that the 
iniiie workers were not asking for 
special privileges and If their dele- 
gates were seated and the convention 
demanded it, the mine workers would 
immediately offer a check for the 
$4,000. He cited the fact that the 
miners' organization had paid an as- 
sessment of $5,OOO for the aid of th« 
machinists during their strike and 
this should suffice for toe regular as- 
sessment. Treasurer Leaxnon moved 
to amend that the miners' delegation 
be seated and their names stricken off 
the list of disputed delegates.

ARTICLE HX. 


The United States adopts as the 


basis of the neutralization of such 
ship oanol the following rules, sub- 
stantially as embodied in the con- 
vention of Constantinople, sign<xl 
the 38th of October, 1888, for the 
free navigation of the Suez canal, 
that is to say: 


1. The canal shall be free and 


open to the vesssels of commerce 
•and of war of all nations observing 
these rules, on terms of entire 
equality, so that there shall be no 
discrimination Against any mich na- 
tion or its citizens or subjects, in 
respect of the conditions or charges!

2. The canal shall never be 


blockaded, nor -shall any right ot 
war be exercised nor any act o£ 
hostility be committed with it. 
The United States, however, rfhall 
be At liberty to maintain each mili- 
tary police along the canal as may 
be necessary to protect it against 
lawlessness and disorder,

COMPLAINTS TO CONSIDER. 
The credentials committee must act 


first and lias several complaints to 
consider. 
Chief among these pro- 


tests is that of the United Hatters 
of North America against the seat- 
ing of Gabriel Joseph, a cigarmaker, 
the delegate sent by the United La- 
bor league of Philadelphia. He is 
being protested on the ground that 
the United Labor league permits the 
Philadelphia Hatmakers* union to 
retain its membership, although, it 
has been suspended by the national 
organization. 


In addition, 
protests have been 


filed against the representative of 
the Bichmond Central Labor union 
by some of the colored delegates, who 
assert that that organization has die- 
criminated against colored working 
people by refusing to admit colored 
trade unions to membership. 


A protest has also been fllal 


against seating the representative of 
the Chicago Central union. 


MANY DISPUTES, 


The convention will be 'aslMKfto 


take action on many disputes be- 
tween trades that aie affiliated with 
the Federation. The International 
Association of Machinists has de- 
manded that the charter of the Eng- 
lish Amalgamated Society of Engi- 
neers, Machinists, etc., be annulled. 


It is said the Brotherhood of Car- 


penters will demand the annulment 
of the charter of the Amalgamated 
Woodworkers' union. 


The International Tile Layers' 


union will demand jurisdiction over 
the Mosaic Workers' union, and the 
Electrical Workers will dispute the 
right of gas and ttenm fitters to run 
electric conduit pipe. 


There will be a general contest 


over the question of trade autonomy. 
The larger unions will insist upon 
the right to form mixed unions un* 
der their own control where tbe 
workers in other trades 
are em- 


ployed.

tion of a rfhdp canal to connect the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans, by 
whatever route may be considered 
expedient, and to that end to re- 
move any 
objection which may 


arise out of the convention of the 
19th of April, 1850, commonly 
called the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
to the construction of such canal 
under the auspices of the -govern-

PHILOSOPHICALLY. 


Says the Truth is Bound to Come Out 


—His Wife Alone Able to 


Clear Up Mystery. 


"I ain't got anything to say, be- 


cause there aiu't anything- to say 
anything about," was the somewhat 
philosophical 
rejoinder of Charles 


Dunn when asked by The Sentinel 
last evening whether he had any- 
thing to say for publication. 
"I 


know this, though/' 
said 
Dunn, 


"that they've got me here now, but 
they ain't going- to keep me here al- 
ways. 
Tilings look bad now, but 


they'll all come right some day. It's 
happened before that an innocent man 
was punished, but it always come 
out some time; that's the way it is 
with me. I am not guilty and that 
is going- io come out some time just 
as sure as you're standing there. I 
can -wait—well, I guess I'll have to— 
but I can wait and it won't be long. 
The papers say I didn't move when 
the judge overruled the motion for 
a ne\v trial. 
-What was the use? 


That didn't surprise 
me one bit; 


guess I would have been surprised, 
though, if be had given a new trial, 
1 knew it inore'n a week ago that 
there wouldn't be any 
new trial. 


I'm all right here and get plenty 
of good, substantial food. It's the 
lack of outdoor exercise and fresh air 
that bothers me most. I have been 
used to hard work all my life and 
this being- cooped tip here don't agree 
with me—but I ain't kicking/' 


Dunn looks exceedingly well and 


his manner is free and easy, 
and 


when he speaks he looks you squarely 
in the eye. He said that he thought 
there is only one person in. the world 
who could tell just 
exactly 
how 


Alice Cothrell came to her death -and 
that person is his wife. He said that 
he knew she could not be used as a 
witness at any time on account of 
her mental conditian, and of course 


she could not be used during the late 
trial. The whole verdict was wrong, 
Mr. Dunn contended, and said that 
he believes that he convicted him- 
self. 
He said that while he may 


have appeared undisturbsd while on 
the stand, the truth of the matter is 
that he was very much confused and 
the lawyers by ther questions added 
to his confusion. Sometimes when 
he hesitated he was simply trying 
to recall the circumstances exactly 
as they were, so as to enable him to 
givfr a truthful answer, and then he 
would be charged with framing an 
answer. 
On the other hand, if he 


gave immediate answer he was like* 
ly to make mistakes, -"which he did, 
but did not discover -his mistakes 
until it was too late to correct them. 
He added that he was well satisfied 
with his lawyers, but said he greatly 
regretted that he could not also get 
the venerable Judge Morris into the 
case. He further expressed himself 
as being thoroughly satisfied with 
his treatment all the way around and 
by everybody, and denied that he 
had any particular aversion to news* 
paper men. What he said about the 
newspapers in the corridor of the 
court house had been greatly dis- 
torted and his subsequent refusal to 
talk was on the advice of his attor- 
neys.

you something that you can publish. 
I ain't quite ready for it yet, but I'll 
give it to you some day and it'll 
make a pretty good article. 'Tain/t 
nothing in the line of a confession 
nor nothing of that kind, but it'll 
be a pretty good tiling to print, just 
the same. I'll let you know when I 
get ready."

burg correspondent of the London 
Times arid New York Times, com- 
menting on the circumstantial reports 
of the illness, death and burial of 
Count Tolstoi, which have recently 
appeared, contradicts them on the 
best authority. He rays Count Tol- 
stoi is suffering from a severe cold 
and fatigue resulting from over-in- 
dulgence in his favorite exercise, rid- 
ing.

TEAMSTER DIED IN HIS WAGON 


JAMES P. SCHAPP'S LIFE GOES 


OUT SUDDENLY. 


Acting Coroner Finds That Death 


Was Due to Excessive Indulg- 


ence in Intoxicants. 


James P. Schapp, a -half-breed In- 


dian, 32 years of age, employed as a 
teamsteis by William Stuck* four 
miles south of the city, died in his 
wagon shortly after 3 o'clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon and the acting cor- 
oner, Dr, A. B. VanBuskirk. finds 
that his death was due to alcohol 
poisoning. 


The testimony adduced by the cor- 


oner shows that Schapp, who was a 
fellow of gigantic physical propor- 
tions, had long been addicted to the 
excessive use of intoxicants. Wed- 
nesday afternoon he had hauled a 
load of sand 
to a foundry in this 


city, and while returning home fell 
from his wagon. Charles Strack and 
Boyd Shannon^ 
who saw the man 


fall, lifted Schapp back into the wag- 
on seat, tied up the lines aud started 
the team toward the Stuck farm, one- 
fourth of a mile distant. 


As the team reached its home Mr, 


Stuck came out and found Schapp 
lying prostrate in the bottom of the 
wagon-box, where he had fallen for 
the second time, -breathing- heavily. 
Stuck unhitched the-team and was 
preparing to remove Schapp to the 
house, but 
before 
he could • do so 


death had endued in about iifteen 
minutes 
from the 
time the team 


reached the home farm. The officers 
were notified, and Dr. VanBuskirk 
went to make his investigation, find- 
ing the body still lying iu the wagon 
where the man had died. 
The re- 


mains were ordered removed to the 
Peltier undertaking establishment, 
and were subsequently turned over 
to George Godfrey for interment 


Mr. Stuck's evidence before the cor- 


oner shows that .Schapp was <i victim 
of alcoholism, and had frequently 
been found helpless in his wagon on 
his return from the 'fcity.
